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NOTICE TO MINISTERS 


We are quoting from the Minutes of 
the Forty-second General Assembly 
held in Birmingham, August 28 to 31 
1948. 

That the title of “ordained bishop” 
be changed to “ordained minister” 
which shall be comparable to the pres- 
ent rank of bishop in that the or- 
dained ministers shall comprise the 
voting ranks of the General Council, 
formerly known as the Bishops’ Coun- 
cil. 

That the title “licensed evangelist” 
be changed to read “licensed minis- 
ter,” who shall be privileged to sit in 
the General Council of the Ordained 
Ministry, without voting privilege, 
who may be ordained at the age of 
twenty-five years provided he has had 
at least eight years in active minis- 
try, or at the age of thirty years pro- 
viding he has had five years experi- 
ence in active ministry if otherwise 
qualified.

Since the end of the war there has been an urgent de- 
mand for food, clothing and drugs needed for survival in 
Europe and Asia. Now, at the request of people who are still 
hungry, ill-clothed, badly housed and often sick, Quaker 
Service turns some of its attention from material relief 
to help which directly touches the mind and spirit. This 
emphasis on service as well as on supplies is based on 
prayerful consideration of requests from _ individuals 
abroad, reports from AFSC workers in the field, prospects 
of increased harvests, and indications of a milder winter. 

Some 200 delegates of the Committee, members of twen- 
ty different religious denominations, and three races, 
volunteer their services to carry out this program. 

The American Friends Service Committee represents the 
Society of Friends in many fields of social action. The proj- 
ects now being carried on is to relieve human distress in 
very needy fields abroad, particularly those who have suf- 
fered social and international disturbance due to the war. 
Although often called a “Quaker” program, it is made pos- 
sible only through the generosity of many church groups 
and numberless men and women of good will who con- 
tribute time, talent, and financial support.

INFORMATION: N.A.E. came into 
existence as a tentative organization 
in 1942, following a conference of 
evangelical leaders at St. Louis. The 
Constitutional Convention, held in 
Chicago in 1943, adopted the State- 
ment of Faith and Constitution, and 
enrolled the first denominations. 
N.A.E. now consists of thirty-two en- 
tire denominations, conferences, local 
churches and organizations from thir- 
ty-five other denominations, making a 
total of sixty-seven denominations rep- 
resented in actual membership. (See 
“Cooperation Without Compromise,” 
page 5.) Seventy-eight other organiza- 
tions, such as ministerial associations, 
local associations of evangelicals, edu- 
cational institutions, and the National 
Holiness Association, with an overlap- 
ping constituency with the above, are 
also affiliated. Actual membership of 
the officially affiliated denominations 
and local churches is 1,100,000. There 
are estimated to be at least 200,000 


additional constituency in the sev-. 


enty-eight organizations, making a 
total actual membership of 1,300,000. 
In addition to the above, there are 
other denominations, such as_ the 
Church of the Nazarene and the Mis- 
souri Lutheran Synod, which are not 
affiliated with N.A.E. but which co- 
operate officially through such organ- 
izations as EFMA, NRB, NSSA, and 
the War Relief Commission. 

THE BUDGET OF N.A.E. which is 
approximately $104,000 a year—$2,000a 
week—is devoted mostly to service 
subsidies and salaries by department 
heads and regional men. Salaries are 
modest; three of the chief executives 
being on a part-time basis and receiv- 
ing less than $200 a month. (See “Co- 
operation Without Compromise” for 
Departments.) 

WHAT THE PASTOR CAN DO: Give 
@ message on united evangelical ac- 
tion. (See “Suggested Subjects and 
Texts” below.) Distribute copies of 
“Cooperation Without Compromise” 
among official board members and 
leaders of the church. Appoint some- 
one to take subscriptions to UNITED 
EVANGELICAL ACTION during the 
week. Direct leading laymen to the 
Laymen’s Advisory Council, and put 
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your women in touch with the Wom- 
en’s Fellowship. Organize a _ relief 
drive. Investigate the possibilities of 
an Evangelical Ministerial Association 
in your community, if there is none 
now. Plan an N.A.E. Rally in your 
neighborhood—speakers will be fur- 
nished by the Regional Office nearest 
you, or by the Chicago Office. Ask for 
a special offering for N.A.E. if it is 
not in your church budget.

CONVICTION i REVIVAL 


There is one thing that was always 
prominent in the great revivals of 
past days, viz., a deep and a true con- 
viction of sin. And it is one of the vital 
elements that are lacking today. 

Where there is genuine conviction 
of sin it is not necessary to urge, 
coax or press in the energy of the flesh. 
Sinners will come because they must. 
Those who go home from the meeting 
unable to eat or sleep because of deep 
conviction do not need to be coaxed 
and urged to seek relief. 

In the modern campaign the evan- 
gelist calls upon people to accept 
Christ, and rightly so. But, oh, that 
we could hear sinners calling upon 
Christ to accept them! Today people 
view salvation in such a cold, formal, 
matter-of-fact, businesslike way that 


it appears as though they are doing . 


God an honor in condescending to 
receive His offer of redemption. Their 
eyes are dry, their sense of sin absent; 
nor is there any sign of penitence and 
contrition. They look upon the ac- 
ceptance of salvation as a manly 
thing to do. But, if there were con- 
viction; if they came with hearts 
bowed down, yea, broken and contrite; 
came with the cry of the guilt-laden 
soul, “God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner!”—and came trembling, with the 
burning life-and-death question of 
the Philippian jailer, “What must I 
do to be saved?”—what converts they 
would be! 

But in our twentieth-century evan- 
gelism such is not the case. Men are 
urged to be saved before they know 
they are lost, to believe without being 
convicted of their need. The fruit is 
picked before it is ripe, and of course 
the work is bound to come undone. If 
we are to get Holy Spirit fruit, God 
must prepare the ground; the Holy 
Spirit must convict of sin before men 
can truly believe. It is right to tell 
people to believe when God has done 
His work in their hearts, but first 
they must feel their need. 

“There is another gospel, too popular 
in the present day, which seems to ex- 
clude conviction of sin and repentance

from the scheme of salvation; which 
demands from the sinner a mere in- 
tellectual assent to the fact of his 
guilt and sinfulness, and a like in- 
tellectual assent to the fact and suf- 
ficiency of Christ’s atonement; and 
such assent yielded, tells him to go in 
peace, and to be happy in the as- 
surance that the Lord Jesus has made 
all right between his soul and God, 
thus crying ‘Peace, peace,’ where there 
is no peace. 

“Flimsy and false conversions of 
this sort may be one reason why so 
many who assume the Christian pro- 
fession dishonor God and bring re- 
proach on the church by their incon- 
sistent lives and by their ultimate re- 
lapse into worldliness and sin. The 
whole counsel of God must be de- 
clared; ‘By the law is the knowledge 
of sin.’ Sin must be felt before it can 
be mourned. Sinners must sorrow be- 
fore they can be comforted. True con- 
versions are the great want of the 
times—conversions such as were com- 
mon once, and shall be aga.n, when 
the church shakes off her lethargy, 
takes hold upon God’s strength, and 
brings down the ancient power. Then, 
as of old, sinners will quail before the 
terror of God.” (J. H. Lord.) 

It is this lack of conviction that re- 
sults in a spurious revival, and causes 
the work to come undone. It is one 
thing to hold up the hand and sign a 
decision card, but it is quite another 
thing to get saved. Souls must be 
brought into clear and abiding liberty 
if the work is to last. It is one thing 
to have hundreds of professed converts 
during the excitement of a campaign, 
but it is another thing to come back 
five years after and find them still 
there. 

John Bunyan understood it well 
when he pictured Christian with his 
great load of sin on his back, and de- 
scribed his exercise of soul until he got 
rid of his burden at the foot of the 
Cross. 

God has placed His own value on 
His Word. He calls it a “fire,” a “ham- 
mer,” and a “sword.” Fire burns; a 




















































blow from a hammer hurts; a cut frq@;, 
a sword causes pain. When His Wo 
is proclaimed in the power of 
anointing, it will have exactly 
same results. It will burn like a f 
break like a hammer, and pierce 
a sword, and the spiritual or men 
pain will be just as severe and as 
as the physical. And if not, then th 
is something wrong either with f 
messenger or the message. 

Such has been the experience

How many Communists are there in 
the United States? 

There are approximately 80,000 out 
of a population of 145,340,000 people. 
J. Edgar Hoover has testified that “in 
1917 when the Communists overthrew 
the Russian Government there was 
one Communist for every 2,277 persons 
in Russia. In the United States today 
there is one Communist for every 1,814 
persons in the country.” 

Why aren’t there more? 

Because the Communist Party does 
not rely upon actual Party member- 
ship for its strength. J. Edgar Hoover 
testified: 

“What is important is the claim of 
the Communists themselves that for 
every Party member there are ten 
others ready, willing and able to do 
the Party’s work. Herein lies the great- 
est menace of Communism. 

“For these are the people who in- 
filtrate and corrupt various spheres of 
American life. So rather than the size 
of the Communist Party, the way to 
test its true importance is by testing 
its influence, its ability to infiltrate.” 

How are they organized? 

Primarily around something they 
call a political party, behind which 
they operate a carefully trained force 
of spies, revolutionaries, and conspira- 
tors. 

The basic fact to remember is that 
Communism is a world revolutionary 
movement and Communists are dis- 
ciplined agents, operating under a 
plan of war. 

Where are their headquarters in the 
United States, and who is in charge? 

Headquarters are at 35 East Twelfth 
Street, New York City. William Z. 
Foster, of 1040 Melton Avenue, New 
York City, has the title of “Chairman 
of the Communist Party of the United 
States,” but Foster is actually just a

SOWING AND REAPING 
By A. S. Erickson 

One of the outstanding scriptures 
which has been accepted as a direct 
appeal to the Christian church to 
preach the gospel in foreign lands is 
Mark 16:15. In fact, it is more than 
an appeal; it is a commission. “And he 
said unto them, Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” Then verse 16 says, “He 
that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned.” This last verse 
makes the commission of gigantic im- 
portance. In fact, if the gospel is 
preached, there are those who will be- 
lieve and be saved eternally. What 
greater results could anyone wish out 
of any work? Preaching the gospel is 
sowing good seed. 

The value of sowing can only be 
emphasized by the reaping which is 
to follow. The sowing and the reap- 
ing are two things which are within 
the power of man. It is true that man 
may water any ground where seed is 
sown, often by irrigating; but even 
in this, it is God, who, by the laws of 
nature, lift the water into the clouds 
and onto the snow-capped mountains, 
where it in turn flows down to the 
green valleys where men sow and 
reap. 

The power of growth in a small 
seed is beyond human imagination. 
The small flax placed in the ground 
by the hopeful farmer has a task to 
do which no farmer or scientist could 
perform. It must, and it is able, to 
produce more flax seed. 

Out in Central Canada we have 
seen the gentle rains fall on the 
newly sown fields, and in a few days 
it is time for the flax plants to ap- 
pear above the ground. However, be- 
tween the time of the sowing and the 
growth has been realized, the sun has 
hardened the top of the ground, 
and the small flax, which should 
have been up by now, finds difficulty 
in getting through. But life and 
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growth continue, and the tender little 
growing objects bend their heads 
downward and loop their backs up- 
ward, and continue to grow. By this 
double strength the ground is cracked 
open, a little clod of earth is rolled 
away, and two leaves are raised up 
like two little hands in praise to the 
Lord. The little seed was prepared for 
such an occasion. 

The gospel is good seed, and able to 
cope with all of the circumstances 
connected with its time and growth. 
Our duty is to find means by which 
the gospel seed may be sown, and at 
the same time hope for the time of 
reaping. God has promised to give 
the increase. Much time could be 
spent in an effort to Americanize the 
natives of foreign lands. In fact, there 
could so much be done along that line 
that there would be little or no time 
left for sowing the gospel there. When 
I say gospel, I mean the full gospel, 
for it is only the full message which 
God has intrusted to us that will be 
able to convert the heathen or any- 
one else, and produce in them well- 
rounded-out Christian characters. 


The actual proof of the power of 
the gospel is revealed by sowing it in 
the hearts of heathen who know 
nothing of the modern things of the 
world. Let us consider the home of 
an Indian in the Andes Mountains 
of South America. I have been there. 
I have seen the grass-roofed hut, with 
a few stones placed around it to keep 
the water from running across the 
floor when it rains. There is no fur- 
niture. The bed is a cane mat, and 
possibly a finer cane mat on top, both 
about an inch thick (a bed an inch 
high). There may be no table, and the 
cooking facilities consist of a few 
stones laid in a circle, on which an 
earthen pot is placed. In this goes 
all of the food to be cooked at one 
time, and from which all of the mem- 
bers of the family may eat with wood- 
en spoons. They dress in rough cloth- 
ing, which they themselves have made, 


and which they wash in some moun- 
tain stream, pounding the dirt oug 
with sticks. Life could hardly be more 
simple, and yet sin reigns there jus 
as in the more modern parts of the 
world.

figurehead under control of foreign 
operatives unseen by and unknown to 
rank and file Communists. 

What is the emblem of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States? 

The hammer and sickle. 

What is the flag of the Communist 
Party in the United States? 

The red flag, the same as that of 
all Communist Parties of the world. 


Do the Communists pledge allegi- 
ance to the flag of the United States? 

The present head of the Communists 
in the United States has testified un- 
der oath that they DO NOT. 

What is the Communist Party set- 
up? 

At the bottom level are “shop and 
street units” composed of three or 
more Communists in a single factory, 
office, or neighborhood. 

Next is the section which includes 
all units in a given area of a city. Then 
come districts, composed of one or 
more states. 

At the top is the national organiza- 
tion, composed of a national commit- 
tee and a number of commissions. 

Who can become a member of the 
Communist Party of the United States? 

Anybody over 17 years of age who 
can convince the Party that his first 
loyalty will be to the Soviet Union and 
that he is able to do the Party’s work 
as a Soviet agent. 

He must be an active member of a 
Party unit. He must obey ALL party 
decisions. He must read the Party 
literature. He must pay dues regularly. 

How do you go about joining the 
Party? 

You must know some member in 
good standing who will vouch for you 
to his Party unit. Your acceptance still 
depends on the verdict of Party of- 
ficials that you WILL AND CAN obey 
orders. 

Can you be a secret member? 

All Communists are secret members 
until authorized by the Party to reveal 
their connection. Party membership 
records are kept in code. Communists 
have a real name and a “Party name.” 

Are meetings public like those of 
ordinary political parties? 

No, meetings are secret and at secret 
addresses. Records are all secret and 
in code. Public demonstrations are 
held at regular periods. 

What dues do you have to pay? 

They are adjusted according to in- 
come. They may range from as low as 
2 cents a week to $15 a week with 
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special assessments in addition. 

What do you have to promise? 

To carry out Communist Party 
orders promptly. To submit without 
question to Party decisions and dis- 
cipline. 

To work for “The triumph of Soviet 
power in the United States.” 

After you join, what do you have to 
do? 

You have to obey the Party in all 
things. It may tell you to change your 
home, your job, your husband, or wife. 
It may order you to lie, steal, rob or 
to go out into the street and fight. 

It claims the power to tell you what 
to think, and what to do every day of 
your life. 

When you become a Communist, you 
become a revolutionary agent under a 
discipline more strict than the United 
States Army, Navy, Marines, or Air 
Force have ever known. 

Why do people become Communists 
then? 

Basically, because they seek power 
to recognize the opportunities that 
Communism offers the unscrupulous. 

But no matter why a particular per- 
son becomes a Communist, every 
member of the Party must be regarded 
the same way, as one seeking to over- 
throw the Government of the United 
States.

In a true revival, Christians are always 
brought under such conviction; they 
see their sins in such a light that of- 
ten they find it impossible to main- 
tain a hope of their acceptance with 
God. It does not always go to that 
extent, but there are always, in a 
genuine revival, deep convictions of 
sin, and often cases of abandoning all 
hope.”
